ALDRICH -ARCHITECTURAL BILL IS: 
REPORTED FAVORABLY. | 


Will cee non #xpenses' of Public 
Ruildings and Lessen Time of Con- 
struction — Congressman White 
Fights for Econom, --~Seatherners 
Want No Moonshine Informers "— 
Lieut, Fitzgerald Will Be Given an 
Opportunity to Resign. 

Washington, D. C., March 31.—{Special.]— 
Congressman White, as Chairman of the 
subcommittee to which was.referred the bill 
of Congressman Aldrich to provide for secur- 
ing plans and the erection of public buildings 
of the United States, has made a favorable 
report on the proposition to the House Com- 
mittee on Public Buildings and Grounds. 
One of the most important amendments 
adopted is in adding a civil engineer to the 
proposed commission in place of one of the 

officers of the engineer corps of the army. 

As it now stands, the bill providing for the 

commission of architects has the sanction of 

the Secretary of the Treasury and the Super- 
Fising Architect, both of whom suggested 
amendments for the purpose of perfecting: 
the bil! in minor details. 

Aecording to the report in 1853 there were 
twenty-three buildings in the custody of the 
Treasury Department, and fifteen others 
had been authorized. Within half a century 
the work of the office increased to such an 

extent that at this time there are over 350 

buildings under the wap ot the Treasury

Washington, D. C., March 31.—The forth- 
coming monthly ury statement will 
show receipts during the month of March of 
$26,041,149, as follows: 

Customs, $13,344,215; internal - revenue, 
$11,536,264; miscellaneous, $1,160,668. For 
the nine months of the fiscal year the re- 
ceipts are substantially as follows: 

Customs, $126,966,299; internal revenue, 
$110,404,143; miscellaneous, $18,239,396: mak- 
ing a total of $250,600,840. The deficit for the 

resent month will be about $1,300,000, and 

or the nine months $18,819,708. 

During the last few months neither the 
customs receipts nor those from internal 
revenue sources have come up to expecta- 
tions and little improvement is anticipated 
in the near future. 


SUGAR PLANTERS APPEAL FOR AID. 


Say Germans Are Conspiring to Ruin 
American Industry. 
Washington, D. C., March 81,—Representa- 


j tives of the sugar growing interests of the 


country, made an appeal today to the House 
Ways and Means committee for legisla- 
tion to protect them against the advantages 
given to the German producers by the Ger- 
man export bounties. 

They say the Germans are taking advan- 
tage of the weakening of the Cuban competi- 
tion, because of the war, to crush the in- 
dustry in America, and complained bitterly 
of the failure of the Treasury officials to 
pay the bounties authorized by the last 
Congress. 

Chairman Dingley of the committee sug- 
gested the Gelegation should endeavor to 
prevail upon the Senate to recede from its 
attitude of opposition to tariff legislation.

than those of the domestic manufacturer, 
as is allowed under the decision of the Su- 
preme Court in the import rate case render- 
ed yesterday.

“IL TROVATORE ” THE OTHER or- 
ERA OF THE DOUBLE BILL.

Mme. Calve, the Only Woman in the 
Cast of Massenet’s Composition, 
New to Chicago, Scores a Hit—Mme. 
Nordica, in the Old Piece, Is Called 
Back Eight Times—Sale” for the 
Duse Engagement at Mevieker's Is 
Propitious. 

Spring is come, The barrel organ sea- 
son was formally opened at the Auditorium 
last night. Verdi’s “Il Trovatore,” prob- 
ably sung at the dedication of the Egyptian 
pyramids, was naturally the work chosen for 
the performance. A portion of it was sac- 
rificed in order tha La Navarralse,“ the 
single novelty of the current season, might 
be presented, 

As the piece in question, announced asa 
lyric episode; proved a melodrama with ac- 
companying music, the situation assumed 
the aspect of anomaly as well as novelty. 
In the Verdi, which closed with the “ tower 


scene, Mme. Nordica made a great personal 
‘success. 


At the final fall of the curtain she 
was eight times recalled, accompanied by 
Sig. Russitano, who generously recognized 
the situation. 

Mme. Nordica was in fine voice, and dem- 
onstrated afresh the gain in tone, volume, 
and elasticity since her appearance here 
last year. Sig. Campanari was well re- 
ceived as the Count, particularly for the 
“Tl Balen”; Sig. Russitano was obliged to 
repeat the “ di quella pira,“ which he gave 
with admirable spirit, although Tamagno 
is still unforgettable. The Agucena was 
Mme. Mantelli, tired in voice but consci- 
entious in action. The Ferrando was Sig. 
Arimondi, Sig. Sepilli conducted with vigor 
but lack of command. 

“La Navarraise.” 

The hour was late when La Navarraise "’ 
was announced with crashing chords in thd 
orchestra. Massenet is claimed to represent 
his impressions of a battle in the accompany- 
ing music. M. Jules Claretie and M. H. Cain 
represent their impressions of everything 
horrible that has come into their joint imagi- 
nations. The orchestra throughout is made 
to serve as an illumination to. the text and 
the accompanying picture. 

To take it separately, aside from a few 
isolated episodes, would be impossible, for 
there remains nothing to take. It appears, 
therefore, best to consider the work in entire- 
ty, acknowledging the exceptions indicated 
in proper sequence, 

Following a short orchestral introduction 
of fourteen bars the curtain rises on the one 
setting required in La Navarraise.” It 
portrays a Basque villa age. the milftary en- 
campment of a band of Royalists, who come

treops. Accompanying music supports the 
dumb play in the scenes, which was last 
night dumb indeed. The failure to follow 
stage directions and introduce women into 
the village scene was an oversight fiat de- 
tracted strongly. Particularly taking into 
consideration the fealism, and some of it un- 
fortunately. crass, which was presented, 
Mme. OCalvs is the only women In the cast, 
and last night consequently the sole female 


figure. 
Mme. Calve’s Role, 
While there was the gain of unusualness, 
there was the loss through unnaturalness. 
From the outset full scope is allowed for 


Mme. Calvé's especial phase of talent. The 


opening speech of ‘Gen. Garrido, taken by 
M. Plancon to admirable advantage, shows 
Anita's attention to the import of his words, 
From then on to the moment of her depart- 
ure to murder Zuccaraga, the Carlist com- 
mander, there is implied logic. Her hatred 
of Zuccaraga, as an enemy of her lover's 
cause, fortifies her strength to accomplish 
the deed. It is impulse that causes her ina 
moment of agony to offer to commit the deed. 
But impulse strengthened by hatred. 

The situations allowed to Mme. Calvé in 
the réle of Anita are many and quick in suc- 
cession. The character is boldly and crass- 
ly drawn. The one point of interest in the 
woman's life is her lover Araquil. She 
awaits his delayed return from the skirmish 
with eagerness, anxiety, and,.presently, de- 
spair. There is a brief prayer given par- 
lando with a few chords accompanying. 
Ther succeeds the joy of meeting and the 
really touching of love duet. 
This number is among the few sustained 
musical moments. 

In the succeeding episode, in which Re- 
migo, the .thrifty peasant father, listens 
impatiently t6 the story of their love, the 
orchestra holds refiection of the fétes of 


‘which they tell. 


Anitas Plea. 

The climax is reached when Anita pleads 
not to be torn from her lover because of 
her poverty. The moment of despair to her 
is the moment of deepest bitterness to the 
Royalist General. In that moment he utters 
again the desire for Zuccaraga’s death. This 
time when the desire is coupled with the 
promise of a reward that will yield the sum 
demanded by Araquil’s father as dowry, she 
declares herself ready to do the deed. Be- 


fore the soldier grasps fully the situation she. 


is gone. 
Then, as throughout, there is assuredly no 
lack of gourmets directness. Araquil re- 
turns to d Anita gone, and taunted by, 
Ramon, an officer, with the words that she 
has forsaken him for Zuccaraga, rushes 
away in the darkness. The words of the 
gay gallant as he telle of Anita’s eager in- 
quiries as to the way to the Carlist’s camp 
are admifably reflected in the orchestra. 
The song of the soldier Bustamente, with 
its accompanying chorus, is grim, but a part 
of the whole grim episode of war, It is 
of the three houses of the soldier in Madrid: 
the jail, the pla ace where the dead are nid, 
and the hospital. 
Curtain Fatils to Fall. 


A short Nocturne for orchestra is played on 
open scene. The stage directions, requiring 
a dull, transparent curtain to full during this 
number, were not complied with. Conse- 
quently the two-act lyric episode became 


one. 

With the call to arms-comes Anita’s re- 
turn, wounded, but successful in her deed 
and demanding payment. Again she is 


given a situation to gloat over the gold and

Araquil returns wounded to death in at- 
tempt to force his way through the enemy’s 
lines in pursuit of Anita. He curses her as 
his ruin. It is the dying man’s father who 
puts the final touch of horror by declaring 
to him that Anita is an assassin. The girl 
goes mad, drags the body of her dead lover 
up, and tries to. foree open his eyes. The 


‘curtain falls on her insane laughter. 


To all this stress and strain is added the 
carrying to and fro of dead and wounded 
soldiers, the smell of powder, and detona-

of all these opportunities for impulsive 
passion Mme. Calvé made much. But 
scarcely in the sense that it will add to her 
fame as an actress.

CYR IS THE STRONGEST OF MEN. 


Easily Wins the World’s Champion- 
ship Contest with Johnson, 

Strong men and feats of heavy weight 
lifting entertained an audience of nearly 2,000 
people last night in Central Music Hall. The 
occasion was a match for $1,000 a side and 
the championship of the world between 
Louls Cyr and August W. Johnson; strong 
men. Cyr won, after a long-drawn-out 
struggle which lasted until after midnight 
and exhausted the patience of the audience. 

According to the terms of the agreement 
between the two men each was to perform 
six feats of strength, which the other had the 
privilege of trying to duplicate or better, a 
count of the total number of pounds lifted to 
determine the championship. As each had 
a special method of doing his own tests, the 
amount of wrangling and appealing to the 
referee, with the long waits between tests, 
made the affair nearly interminable, 

Cyr won all the way, and after four tests 
had been completed Johnson claimed he was 
not receiving fair play from the referee, 
Mart Scannon, and refused to go on with the 
match. At the time he gave up the contest 
Cyr was 200 pounds in the lead; and had 
proved his superiority in every evént except 
the back lift, where Johnson gained consid- 
erably. Had the match continued it is prob- 
able Cyr would have finished 500 pounds in 
the lead.

SWEPT BY A BLIZZARD. 


WORST STORM OF THE SEASON 
RAGES IN THE NORTHWEST. 


Fury of the Wind and Snow Greatest 
in Minnesota, the Dakotas, and in 
Wisconsin—Snow Reaches a Depth 
of Two Feet in Some Parts, with 
Drifts Ten Feet Deep—Trafic Is Al- 
most Abandoned and Widespread 
Damage Is Done. 

St. Paul, Minn., March $1.—{Special.]—All 
day and up to midnight a remarkable bliz- 
zard has raged in Minnesota, the Dakotas, 
and Wisconsin, with no indication of its 
abatement. It rained heavily, then snowed, 
and rain, snow, and sleet alternated all day, 
with the wind blowing.a gale. The curious 
spectacle of thunder and lightning during 
a snow-storm wag witnessed this evening 
at 6 o'clock. The thunder was loud and the 
lightning was vivid. The fall of snow has 
reached a depth of two feet in some parts

BLIZZARD IN NORTHERN WISCONSIN. 


Railroad Traffic Suspended and Tele- 
graph Wires Down. 

Milwaukee, Wis., March 81.—({Special.)— 
The northern part ‘of the State is blizzard- 
swept. 

It is the severest of the year. It began 
early this morning and continued all day. 
The snow was acompanied by a high north- 
east wind. 

Railroad travel has been seriously im- 
peded and business of many small towns 
was suspended. The blizzard 
throughout Northern Wisconsin. . 

At Cumberland all business is suspended. 

At Chippewa Falls a terrific snow- storm 
is prevailing, accompanied by thunder. 


Ten to Fifteen Feet High. 

Superior, Wis., March 81.—{Special.]—A 
terrific off-lake blizzard has been raging here 
since 10 o’clock this morning. Old timers 
say it is the worst storm ever experienced in 
this section. The streets are obstructed by 
snow drifts from ten to fifteen feet high and 
it was almost impossible at 10 o’clock to- 
night for pedestrians to get from one side 
of the street to the other. The street rail- 
way service was abandoned at 50 ‘clock this 
afternoon and 1 telephone and telegraph 
systems are in bad shape. Night freight 
trains on all roads have been annulled and 
several mail trains due to leave for St. Paul 
will probably be abandoned. 

Terrific Snow-Storm. 

Ashland, Wis., March 81,—[Special.}—The 
most terrific snaw-storm for years is raging 
in this region tonight. Light snow com- 
menced this morning at 9, the wind increas- 
ing all day until this evening everything is 
at a standstill. Street cars, railroads, and 
streets are blocked, and all ‘telegraph wires 
leading from Ashland are down but one.
